li was feared th e death toll would 
mount due to belated discov eries of 
bodies in flooded basements. 
It will 
h e day s before th e w ate r can h e 
pumped from many of th e buildings. 
Th e h istoric tower of London and 
th e h ouse of parliament were flooded. 
An arm y of rats, routed by th e 
waters, 
scurried 
across 
London 
Bridge, and crowds wh ich h ad g a t h ­ 
ered to v iew th e 
dev astation 
re­ 
treated in fear. 
Th e riv er wall h urst at W estm in­ 
ster, and th e flood 
swept 
th rough 
th at district, endangering th ousands. 
Mo^t of th ose wh o were lost were 
trapped wh ile sleeping in basement 
apa it men t s. 
Mounted police galloped th rough 
th e 
streets, 
sounding 
th e 
alarm. 
Men. women and ch ildren, aroused 
from sleep, ran into th e streets in 
th eir nigh t cloth es and were assisted 
by police and soldiers to h igh er sec­ 
tions of th e city . 
Fire engines and am bulances were 
called out but were unable to pene­ 
trate th e flooded ateas. 
Th e w ater was five feet deep in 
th e Ham m ersm ith , Vaux h all, Ch el­ 
sea.

The head of a family is an individual who actually supports and 
maintains in one household one or more individuals who are closely 
connected with him hy Idood relaUon.-hip. by marriage or by adoption 
and whose right to cxcr* iae family control and provide for these do 
pendent individuals is based on some moral or legal obligation. 
We can hear even now a dull rumble of dissent that must 
come from the National Woman’s Party . 
On the air, too, is a 
ruurmer as from the Lucy Stoiu* League of Maiden Namers. 
And 
from still another quarter, that of tin* Messieurs and Mesdames 
Fannie Hursts, Hey wood Ruth Hale-Brouns, and the Hendrik 
Goodrich Van Loons, comes a whisper that bodes new revolt.

It elects, in turn, 
a central executive committee, which consists of about 400 mem­ 
bers. 
They elect a committee called the Presidium, composed of 
twenty -one members. 
This body makes all the laws and attends 
fo the administration. 
They elect heads of various departm ents, 
called People’s Commissars, who correspond to the ministers in 
other countries. 
The department heads elect a chairman, who is 
really the president of the whole thing. 
He has as much power 
as any dictator any where.”
